Superintendent of Beaver Lodge Experimental Farm Has Some 


Ideas to Increase Revenues 


of Both Farmer and Railway— 


Would Have Forces of Nature Replace Axe and Stump Puller 


To improve conditions for the 
farmere of Alberta and increase the 
earning’ of northern railroads are re- 
sults aimed at by W, D, Albright, su- 
perintendent of the government ex- 
perimental farm at Beaver ‘Lodge 
He advocates controlled settlement of 
the lands in the northern section of 
Alberta and declares this could best 
be initiated by dividing all open lands 
into one of three Glassifications, agr!- 
cultural vachingy and timber and 
game reserves, 

What Divisions Mean 

Country that lw of a fairly open 
could be made fit 
for frost proof cropa at a reasonable 
cost would be included in class one. 
Poplar covered sections that are too 
roiling, or otherwim unsuited fur the 
previoeu™ claan could heave ¢he under- 
growts& fired. This would enaure « 
yearly crop of peavine or vetch for 
summer grazing and might be leased 
for this purpose by the provincial au- 
thorities, 

There is a large amount of rough 
timber Jand that supports commercial 
spruce and other coniferous woods 
which Is entirely unsuited to either of 
the above-mentioned classes, Suoh 
tracts should be selected with a view 
to three features: The utilisation of 
rough ground, its convenience to 
settled areag #0 as to supply firewoud 
and buliding material io farme in the 
adjacent district as the trees attained 
a diameter fitted for commereial pur 
poses, and thelr e@trategic location in 
relation to keeping floods in check 
and maintaining « more or low con 
stant level in waterways that might 
tend to inundate thelr basins,
